This afternoon Stonies and Crees from 
Eagle Hill reserve, who had remained 
quiet, joined Poundmaker's band, after 
killing farm instructor James Payne, and 
Geo. E Applegarth and two others 
supposed to be settlers, They drove all 
the cattle and horses of the settlers before 
them as they advanced. Some settlers 
coming in were robbed — of their horses, 
wagons, and loads, and turned out on the 
roadside, Other settlers are coming in 
from distant :ettlements and coming to 
await evects an help, 

The united bands of Indians are now 
camped on the south side and it is fully 
expected that Big Bear's band and the Fort 
Pitt Indians will join them, their meet- 
ing place being the scene of last summers 
quarrel with the police. A MeDonald of 
Winnipeg received a dispatch last night 
from his brother, whois at Battleford, 
stating that the people inthe barracks 
have armsand ammunition enough for 
their numbers, and that they hope to
